“Publicity done by amateurs 
can be a boomerang," maintains 

Mr. Tal. ‘'For instance, one of the 
banners displayed during Jewish 
mass demonstrations against 
Arafat's appearance at the U.N. 
demanded, ‘Arafat — go back 
home!' This enabled an Arab to 
write a letter to the 'New York 
Times," saying drily, “This is ex- 
aclly what the Palestinians want 
to da — return to thelr home in 
Israel." 

“Another example: a Jewish 
voluntary body inserted an adver- 
tisement in the ‘Times showing 
a tombstone with an ingeription, 
‘Isracl 1948-1976." The intention is 
obvious — to alert friends to the 
threat to the very existence of the 
State of Israel. But the effect is to 
spread gloom and despondency 
among our friends, jubilation 
among our enemies, doubts 
among people in the middle of the 
road as to whether we are not a 
lost cause. 

“When [ spoke at the Princeton 
Club about the positive aspects of 
living in Israel today, and said 
that we were In a strong military 
position, somebody came up 
afterwards to thank me for the 
first cheerful word he had heard 
out of Israel,"* 

Tal believes that we should not 
always be counter-punching:; we 
should look ahead, work out the 
issues, and prepare our propagan- 
da campaigns in advance. 

“For instance, it must have 
been clear long before Kiasinger's 
last visit that the Mitla and Gidi 
Passes would be the issue. Yet, in 
January, even the spokesman in 
New York did not have a map 
available to show how simple it 
was for a tank to reach Beersheba 
in a few hours from the Mitla 
Pass, with nothing in between to 
stop Its advance. 

"I would hazard a guess that

IT MIGHT be thought that once 
the people's representatives had 
been elected, the problem of coun- 
ting would disappear. After all, 
Members of Parliament, by 
definition, are honourable men 
who can be trusted by the people 
to look after their — the people's 
Interests. However, these 
honourable men do not appear to 
be in a hurry te trust each other, 
and thus counting votes in 
parliaments (agaln, in those un- 
derdeveloped countricas where 
votes have to be counted) is ac- 
complished by a variety of 
systems, none of which seems to 
he complotely foolproof. 

In Great Britain, the Mother of 
Parliaments ali}! holds to the moat 
primitive method — the vocal 
vote. When a motion has to be put 
to the vote in the House of Com- 
mons, those in favour shout 
Aye"; those against shout ‘‘No,"* 
and the presiding officer, assum- 
ing that he is not deaf, decides on 
the basis of volume which of the 
two has won. 

Since this method gives an evi- 
dent advantage to the Party with 
the loudest voices, he prefaces his 
announcement of the result with 
the words, “I think’; if nobody 
objects, his tentative announce- 
ment becomes the final result. If 
anybody does object, there is a 
division. 

All Members who have manag- 
ed to get into the chamber in time 
leave it by different doors. At each 
door there are teliers who count 
those who pass through. A Party 
whip generally stands as a teller 
at the door of the opposing lobby; 
the name of any Member from his 
own Party who may decide to go 
through that door is likely to be 
blacklisted and his chances of re- 
election may be affected. The 
‘stern look of a teller has been 
known to do wonders for Party

His books are generally ac- 
curate in their historical and 
archaeological details, but their 
chief value Ifes in their superb 
drawings and their description of 
mid-19th-century Jerusalem ag 


seen by the artist. 

Bartlett spent many months tn 
Jerusalem, where he drew hun- 
dreda of aketches, many of which 
have been reproduced in Bibles, 
encyclopaedias and other works. 
On returning from his third trip, 
in 1854, he died and was burled at 
sea scveral months before his se- 
cond book, ‘'Jerusalem 
Revisited," was published. 

His first book, “Walks About 
Jerusalem,"' has recently been 
relzsucd in Jerusalem in a hand- 
some photo-offset reproduction, 
complete with ltnear illustrationg 
and maps, decoratively bordered 
pages and Gothic-lettered table of 
contents. 

Tt conaists of two parts, The 
first part contains a description of 
ancient Jerusalem, ineluding 
detailed and rather dull 
deltneations of the different 
historical periods, the walls of 
Jerusalem, the Temple Mount and 
the Roman conquest, based main- 
ly on Josephus and the American 
archacologist Edward Robinson 
(“Robinson's Areh"'), whose 
theories Bartlett iz vigorously and 
tiresomely prepared to defend 
against all detractors. The second 
part traces the ‘‘walks" around 
"modern" Jerusalem along three 
routea: Walk I — Mt. Zion, City of 
David (“the most ancient Part of 
the city’), Siloam, Tomb of 
David, the Citadel and the Jewish 
Quarter; Walk IT — Mt. of Olives 
twhich he clearly believes to be 
the most beautiful part of the clty) 

and the environs around the elty 
walls; and Walk ITI — the interior 
part of the city, Including the 
Western Wall, the Holy Sepulchre 
and Temple Mount Walls — all 
very similar to the tours mapped 
out by today's walking-tour 
groups and guidebooks. 
; The lovely. and detailed 
. drawings which illustrate the 
main features of these walks give 
us Bartlett's best portrayal of 
18th-century Jerusalem. They 
show us how much things have 
changed, and yet how little. His

Rather wistfully, he feels 
strongly that Islam is on the 
decline and quotes several ex- 
amples of what he sees as Moslem 
degeneration.

Mosque In the Temple Mount 
area, which he describes as seen 
through a telescope from the ‘Mt. 
of Olives. He reports the adven- 
tures of his friend, Catherwood, 
whe “under the stimulus of in-. 
tense curiosity... as well ag scien- 
{Πα Intarest... had the good for- 
tune (and nerve) to brave these 
rules and penetrate into the for- 
bidden precincts,"" by posing asa 
Moslem, ᾿ 

Bartlett himself tried to visit 
the mosques dressed as a Moslem. 
woman but nothing came of his 
plan. He tells how some harem 
women gigglingly started helping 
iim to dress up as one of them but 
then were taken back by thelr own 
audacity and refused to cooperate 
further, Bo instead of deserlbing 
the area from a closa contem- 
porary view, Bartlett apends 
several pages describing events 
on the Temple Mount in days gone. 
by ‘as though he had himaelf beer. 
on the spot when Solomon's Tem- 
ple was being built, when Jcsus 
was in action in Jerusalem, and 
when the Romans were destroy- 
ing the city. fos 

“Our description has’ been 
somewhat .tediously minute," he 
saya of the beautiful view trom 
Mj. of Olivés. Unfortunately, this 
may -be safd,of large s¢émahts of. 


the book, especially when Bartlett 
deals with the past. 


ΙΝ BIS INTRODUCTION to 
“Jerusalem Revisited," written 
as a supplement to 'Walka," 
Bartlett admits that he was ‘‘com- 
paratively inexperienced... In 
literary composition and not auf- 
fielently aware of the strong and 
pecullar interest attaching to the 
subject in public estimation..." I 
think that in the 12 years that 
passed between the two books, he 
simply gained a sense of humour, 
which tells In the improved style 
and readabillty of ‘Jerusalem 
Revisited." 

When Bartlett sets out for hig 
third trip in June, 1858, “the con- 
temptible quarrel about the ‘Holy 
Places,’ so warmly disputed by 
the Greek and Latin monks with 
their fists and candlesticks at 
Jerusalem, served as the pretext 
for the possibilities of a European 
war." The feelings of uncertainty 
preceding the Crimean War are 
accentuated in the Holy City, with 
the Moslems feeling “their day of 
power 18 gone'' and uprisings 
against the Christians and Jews, 
especially by fanatical dervishes, 
are feared. 

Still, Bartlett 15 able to ap- 
preoiate the improvements which 
had taken place in the condition of 
the city. Much progress had been 
made since the establishment of 
the Anglican Bishophric" a little 
earlier in the century, New 
schools, hospitals and other In-

In disarming their opposition.” 
Official guides he dismisses as 
“unintelligent retailers of old 
traditions.” It may, however, be 
necessary to employ them to ex- 
Plore the Western Wall or Robin- 
son's Arch, as they are “rather 
difficult to find." 

One would imagine that an ar- 
tist who draws such lovely views 
of Jerusalem must have had a 
special love and regard for the ci- 
ty. But Bartlett ig no romanticist, 
as we see from hig statement: “If 
the traveller can forget that ho is 
treading on the graves of a Pcoplo 
from whom his religion has 
Sprung, or the dust of her kings, 
Prophets and holy men, there [5 
certainly no city in the world that 
he will sooner wish to leave than 
Jerusalem, Nothing can be more 
void of interest than her gloomy, 
half-ruinous streeta and poverty- 
stricken bazaars, which except at 
the period of the Pilgrimage at 
Haster, present no sign of life or 
study of character to the 
observer."’ 

Again: ‘Jerusalem... {g 
destitute of any interest but that 
Connected with the past.’* And 
“Nothing can be more dull than 
the view within the eity (coming 
through the Zton Gate)... the high, 
dead walls of the Armenian con- 
vent... the half-ruinous houses of 
the Jewish Quarter... the first 
human object that will Probably 
meet the eye will be a miserable 
‘leper... as the hovels of this 
Wretched race are a little out of 
the path of the Jewish Quarter." 

The ‘Jewish Quarter he con- 
siders the most wretched in the 
city: “If the traveller has the 
courage to Inhale the infested air 

_ of Its close alleys, reeking with 
putrid filth, he will goon hasten out 
of:‘them ‘with the deepest impres- 
sion of the ‘misery and social 
. degradation of their unhappy ac.

Bartlett's description of the 
Jewish community's structure ig 
well done and will Interest the 
modern reader. He lists three 
types of Jews: “Sephardim,” 
“Ashkenazim,"’ and ““Habad. 
nikim(!)." Again, he describes 
many of the Jowish inatitutions 
and the haluka system negatively 
— and at length. 

Reallst that he is, Bartlett 
belleves that the missionary ac. 
tivitics undertaken by his coun- 
trymen among the Jews of 
Jerusalem are doomed to failure: 
“Jerusalem is the last place 
where we may expect converts" 
as the entire environs and con. 
ditions of the Jews, “even their 
very distress and degradation 
must powerfully contribute to fix 
books 
which foretell their future glory..." 
He furthermore hag his doubts 
whether the few Jewish converts 


4 are sincere or whether they con. 


verted out of ‘interested con- 
siderations." He is not prepared 
to rely on reports of converts by 
the missionaries themselves, as 
those reports, ‘‘however honest, 
are llable to be coloured un- 
consciously by the hopes and 
wishes of the writer." 

He tells of un [ll-conceived 
attempt at public missionizing by 
Bishop Gobat himaclf. The prelate 
decided to preach the Gospel in 
the Jewish Quarter one Sunday 
afternoon. He was pelted by 
stones and dead cats, and only the 
intervention of the Turkish 
authorities prevented a goneral 
riot. 

The Christian community com- 
es off little better than the Jews 
from Bartlett's acid pen. As he 
depicts it, the hatred and atrife 
between the various sects provide 
the only life and Interest in the 
otherwise dull city. 

“Were we to judge of the moral 
condition of Jerusatem from the 
number of convents and hospitals 
we might esteem it to be the moat 
Plous and charilable city In the 
world," Bul "looking at the dark, 
unintelleetual fnces of the monks 
(in the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre), redolent of ignorance 
and fanaticlam... the evidently 
formal and ritual character of 
their worship, everything con: 
nected with the place seems to 
bear the dark stamp of a superstl- 
tion, little If at all better than that 
of the old Pagans." 

He considers the religious prac- 
tlee and bellefs of the various 
Eastern sects absurd and based 
on unreliable superstitions. Yet 
even though he, as a Protestant, 
would have preferred praying "In 
Some solitary spot whence he 
might behold the satelrele 
city,” the pageantry and po 
the service in the Holy Sepulchre 
does arouse tgs emotions 
and “agitation” {n him. : 

In maa ways Bartlett's books 
are anthologies on Jerusalem, 
liberally sprinkled as they are 
with quotations from the are 
and later poetic and prose Worse.

‘This sur- 
prised me," writes Reik, “but it 
was absolutely true." 

Which reminds us that nobody 
knows his own unconscious — 
even when the unconscious is his 
profession, 

There are sections on 
Jewishness, Creative People, Men 
and Women, Creative people, 
their masculine and feminine 
traits. Self-exhibition is a 
masculine, but seducing the 
audiance a femlnine trait, which 
makes actors of elther sex have 
traits of hoth sexes.

This is no doubt one of the 
things that makes the ‘'Conver- 
sations'' so readable. Dr. 
Freeman planned them to present 
Theodor Reik as a person, at a 
time when he thought he would 
write no more, Yet he produced 
three more books before he died in 
1949, 

To some extent Dr. Freeman 
must have done her questioning 
with an eye to what the public 
wanted to know, but a lot of the 
time she just asked the questions 
that Interested her as an analyst. 
We are in on the “‘Jesson," and It is 
this which makes the book 
fascinating. It is not esoteric, 
because Reik has a way of being 
able to anawer big questions quite 
succinctly, and he feels no need to 
preserve a mystique. When asked 
for an example of a successful 
analysis, he tells us about a 
woman with a writer's block, and 
sketches for us what blocked her 
and how he treated her. He gives

Non -conformism in Tel Aviv

THE Tel Aviv gallery scene is 
currently spiced with a number of 
rather avant-garde exhibits, the 
relevancy of which ig contained 
largely within the limits of the ar- 
tist's powors of thought, investiga- 
tion and experiment. Basic 
Premises are deeply ‘‘artist- 
orlented."* In most cages, the art 
product as an aeathetic object or 
soctal stimulant, is of a secondary 
nature, which also places the 
spectator In a very secondary, if 
hot awkward position. 


MENASHE KADISHMAN has the 
talent to be reasonably conven- 
tional or extremely unorthodox. 
In a previous exhibit he presented 
shrine-like shadow framea filled 
with coordinates of glass and 
coloured markings as ‘Homage to 
Aroch."" Evidently, glass has 
recaptured his imagination and in 
his current show {Julie M, 
Gallery, 7 Glickson, Tel Aviv} he 
has taken it one step further as a 
sculptural material. From small, 
boxed-in pieces, Kadishman hag 
graduated to large panels of plate 
glass In varying thicknessos, the 
edges of which have been broken 
haphazardly, cut by design — or 
left sharp and angular in factory- 
delivered condition. 

Standing on the floor and lean- 
ing against the wall, each work-is 
@ manipulated combination of 
three to ten panes of glass stacked 
-one in front of the other. The facts 
are visually clear (no pun intend- 
ed) but it 4s difficult to ascertain 
KadIshman's objectives. It 
appears. that he is absorbed in 

- seeking alternate solutions to 
‘basle sculptural problema, in this 
Inatance those of surface and tac- 
tility. But he has also 
demonstrated deliberate composi- 
tion and non-objective pic- 
torlalization, making one’s con- 
necting the work with pure visual 
art tenuous, to say the least. 
Instead, I found myself caught, in 
@ psychological bind, remember- 
Ing ‘glass as a dangerous" 
material, one to be respected and 
handled with care. In the aura of 
delicate greenish tints and cloud- 
ad reflections I began to waik and 
taik with quiet preciston. Algo, the 
pleasant balance maintained 
between expansive transparent 
masses, which seem so strong and | 
sturdy, liquified when played 


against the dark linear edges that’ 


meander or abruptly crack across 

the surface. roe 
It is quite casy to accept 

Kadishman's premise that pure 
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material can evoke emotional 
responses as easily as formal 
description. Disappointing, 
however, was the fact that his 
noncontormism did not reach any 
outer Hmits: he still used the 
gallery space in a conventional 
way, preparing individually- 
designed and composed works 
which retain strong components 
of picture making, It seems to me 
that Kadishman should concen- 
trate on making overt glass “pic- 
tures or sculptures" or abdicate 
manipulation completety and seek 
another way out. 


INDICATIVE of the status of 
BENNY EFRAT as “Peck's Bad 
Boy" of Israeli art, a colleague, 
after hearing that I had just been 
to see Efrat's new show, asked 
with due concern, ‘'what has Ben- 
ny been up to this time?" 

Well, this time Benny has 
created ‘'Fadings,"” a two-part 
environmental-conceptual affair 
in which he has harnessed natural 
light to produce monochrometic 
colour fields. The results, with the 
exception of a rare panel, are 
neither thought-provoking, sur- 


prising nor Intellectually ἡ 


stimulating; not to mention the 
word beautiful, which in Efrat's 
syntax has an ever-diminishing 
place, : 

Asan artistic exercise the show 
seems aimless, containing a priori 
results, pre-determined by the 
natural laws of light and pigment. 
A serieg of poorly printed colour 
photographs (at Gordon I, 29 Gor- 
don, Tei Aviv), show how Efrat 
exposed to daylight, for 24 hours, 
ἃ proportional strip from a bolt of 
ordinary red cotton fabric, during 
a period of 23 days. The result, 
hanging in the gallery, is a three- 
metre Jength of cloth, the calour of 
which graduates from pale pink 
(day one) to bright vermilion (day 
28). 


Somewhat more rewarding (at 


Gordon II, Natan Hachacham, Tel 


Aviv) are. half-metre square’ 


coloured boards, parts of which 
were blocked off or exposed to the 
sun at hourly intervals. The sub: 
sequent range of tints, from deep 
to fugitive, are extremely subtle.

THE YIDDISH Art Theatre of the 


World Centre of the Yiddish 
Theatre in Isract, anewly founded 
institution sponsored by the 
Ministry of Education and 
Culture, the Ministry of Absorp- 
tion and the Jewish Agency, made 
its debut last week with Sholem 
Aleichem's Amkka. The event 
took place in Tel Aviv's Beit 
Arlosoroff, with state dignitaries 
and other distinguished invitees 
gracing the front rows of a packed 
hall. What was meant to be a 
festive occasion turned into a sad 
evening, sad and embarrassing, 
with a heavy pall of boredom 
overhanging the hall, occasional 
snickers escaping from the 
audience where bursts of laughter 
were expected, scattered 
applause greeting the end. 

It was by no means the fault of 
the play, for Anrkha ts a charming 
little comedy which hardly ever 
fails to please an audience. The 
tale of the desperately poor tallor 
who wins the big prize ina lottery, 
then loses his fortune to crooks as 
suddenly as he gained it, is full of 
humour, sentiment, melodrama, 
Tomance, attractive and amusing 
characters, It has been performed 
many times on the Hebrew stage; 
Iremember last seeing and enjoy- 
ing it In the same hall, in an Ohel 
production directed by Peter 
Frye, In 1064, with the late Meir 
Margalit, as lovable a ham as 
ver cut capers on the stage, suck- 
ing the last drop out of the Juicy 
Part of Shimele Soroker. 

The present production has 
nothing to be said in its favour. It 
ls ill-conceived, shabby, poorly 
cast, populated by third-rate ae- 
tors — typical provinelal Yiddish 
theatre. Director Shmuct Bunitn, 
who ten years ago performed a 
talracle with Itzlk Manger's 

‘Megillak,” turning a eyele of 
Poems into a charming, aparkling, 
vaatly entertaining and Immense- 
'y popular show, haa this time 


produced an unimaginative, 


lileral, dull show, here and there 


punctuated by tired stage clichés, 


such as freezing the ending of the 


first act to unfreeze It the begin- 
ning of the second, 


However, the quality: of the 
show Is here of secondary impor- 
tance. The issue is why and for 
whom the new theatre, a coatly 


entorprise flnanced from public 
funds, was founded. 


THERE IS a statement of Purpose 


printed in the programme. Chief 
among the aims, we read, is ‘to 
give employment to new im- 
migrant artista," indisputably as 
laudable a Purpose as one can 


think of. But where are those new 


immigrant artists? After reading 


the short biographies of all those 
connected with the show, I came 
to some curious conclusions. 

Tn addition to director Shmuel 
Bunim, who wag a new immigrant 
In 1934, the leading man Avraham 
More, who got his start In tho 


He brew theatre during the War of 
Independence, and the composer 


Shimon Saguy, who came to this 
country as a boy In 1984, 18 of the 
performers are old hands at small 
parts In the Hebrew and the com- 
mercial Yiddish theatre, the most 
recent Immigrant among them 
having lived in this country for at 
least a decade, 

Only two actors and the 
dealgner can be legitimately 
designated new immigrants. 
Anna Guzik who plays the hero's 
wife, an actress with a career in 
the Yiddish theatre in Russia 
spanning some six deendes, came 
here a litte over a year ago. 50 
did Minha Humesh, another 
veteran from Ruasia who plays 
the minor part of a servant; and 
set and costume derigner Benno 
Friedel immigrated from 
Rumania in 1974, So much for ab- 
sorption of new immigrants.

Even hus- 
band and wife, the considerable 
difference In their ages clear to 
the naked eye, act as if they had 
met only a few minutes before 
curtain time. 

Even 80, the show could have 
beon better had there been an 
honeat effort to make it so, Did the 


set have to be so shabby and 
downright ugly, the costumes so 
lacking in imagination and go bad- 
ly made? Could not a 
choreographer have been 
employed, as is the practice in 
every self-respecting theatre, to 
make the cast move around in 
some order instead of hopping 
about pell-mell, careful net to 
bump into each other or to fall off 
that ridiculous platform? 


WITH A CAST of 17 plus three 
hapless musicians, who don’t 
seem to know exactly what ts ex- 
pected of them, Amkha In & very 
expensive proposition, a new 
burden of the taxpayer. This at a 
time when the Ministry of Educa- 
tion and Culture, which is footing 
part of the bill, has cut down on 
some most essential services to 
schools. And we are dealing here, 
remember, not with a one-shot 
project, but with a new theatre. 
Public institutions of this sort, 
with this sort of backing, following 
Parkinson's Law plus laws in- 
digenous to this country, go on liy- 
Ing long after it has become clear 
to everybody that they serve no 
geod purpose, and are therofore 
positively harmful. 


“Bad Company" is an episadic 
tale about a buneh of delightful 
young delinquents, Civil War 
draft dodgers, on the loose in the 
hills of the Mid-West prairics. 
They Ughtheartedly ramble their 
way through ordeals of survival 
until they get themselves enmesh-
